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EXAMINER'S AMMENDMENT 



An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Steven E. Warner on December 23 rd , 2002. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Change the dependency of claim 23 to claim 22. 

Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the general structure 
and practice of using a Fizeau interferometer for performing wavefront aberration and image 
distortion measurements at various points lying in a plane perpendicular to the optical axis of an 
image projection system under test is disclosed by others and is well-known in the art. However, 
the prior art made of record, considered individually or as a whole, does not disclose or teach the 
practice of: correcting a wavefront aberration or image state measured at a point by comparing 
the measured data to. by way of reference, the wavefront aberration or image state data that is 
measured at a standard point. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
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fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 



Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Suzuki (US 5,898,501) discloses a Fizeau interferometer arrangement that can 
measure wavefront aberrations and imaging states at various, precise points lying in a plane 
perpendicular to the optical axis of an imaging system under test. Bray (US 5,838,442) discloses 
a wavefront measurement device that has a reference point, but it is the position of the detected 
image that is used to align beam steering optics rather than correct any waveform aberration data. 
LaFleur (US 5,815,268) discloses a Fizeau interferometer that detects the wavefront of the 
imaging optical system at multiple points simultaneously. Ukaji (US 2001/0001577) discloses 
the common practice of using interferometric stage position sensors.
